’ PURPOSES ONLY, THE PETROLEUM TANK RELEASE 
COMPENSATION BOARD TO THE DEPARTMENT 
OF ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY 


WHEREAS, the 51st Legislature enacted Chapter 528, Laws 
of Montana 1989 (Mont. Code Ann. §§ 75-11-301 et seq.) 
creating the Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Board; 

WHEREAS, the enabling legislation did not allocate the 
Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Board to a principal 
department or constitutional office of state government; 

WHEREAS, Montana Constitution, Article VI, Section 7, 
requires all executive and administrative offices, boards, 
bureaus, commissions, agencies and instrumentalities of the 
executive branch (excluding the offices of the elected 
officers) be allocated by law among not more than 20 
principal departments so as to provide an orderly 
arrangement in the administrative organization of state 
yeueenients 

WHEREAS, Mont. Code Ann. § 2-15-125 directs the 


Governor to allocate, by executive order, a newly created 
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agency to the appropriate principal department or 
constitutional office if the enabling statute fails to 
allocate the agency; 

WHEREAS, the enabling legislation at Mont. Code Ann. § 
75-11-318 requires the Department of Health and 
Environmental Sciences to provide staff support to the 
Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Board as the Department 
of Environmental Health and Environmental Sciences 


determines it is able; 


WHEREAS, in the exercise of its functions the Petroleum 
Tank Release Compensation Board developed a close working 
relationship with the Department of Health and Environmental 
Sciences resulting in the issuance of Executive Order No. 3- 
90 allocating the Petroleum Tank Release Compensation Board 
to the Department of Health and Environmental Sciences; 

WHEREAS, the 54th Legislature enacted Chapter 418, Laws 
of Montana 1995, implementing the recommendation of the 
Governor’s Task Force to Renew State Government by generally 
revising the environmental and natural resource functions of 
state government, including creating the Bepartmeae of 
Environmental Quality and transferring the functions of the 
Department of Health and Environmental Sciences under Title 
75, chapter 11, ere 3 (Petroleum Storage Tank Cleanup), to 
the Department of Environmental Quality; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, MARC RACICOT, Governor of the State 


of Montana, pursuant to the authority vested in me by the
